That Lenin’s ideas and policies 
during the first revolution in 1905 
were entirely different from those he 
advocated in 1917 may be seen from 
the main views he expressed at the 
Congress of<London: At that time 
he was in favor of the establishment 
of a democratic republic in Russia. 
He was also in favor of a provisional 
revolutionary Government which, In 
his opinion, was alone capable of as- 
suring free election and of convok- 
ing. on the basis of universal, equal, 
Girect and secret suffrage, a Con- 
stituent Assembly expressing the real 
will of the people. Lenin advocated 
the same idea in 1917, during the 
Kerensky régime. In fact he sharply 
criticised Kerensky on the ground 
that he was too slow in convoking 
the Constituent Assembly, but as

He says 
that while Lenin did more for’ Ger- 
many by signing the Brest-Litovsk 
peace treaty than all the German 
agents put together, he never served 
Germany for the sake of serving 
Germany.

While there apparently was no beach 
censorship, those days of ’69 were. no- 
table for the “‘ sharpers and confidence 
men “in abundance.” 

After the Centenial. Exposition, | the 
rougher element was subdued to a de- 
gree by the removal of attractions to 
Sea Beach. Brighton and Manhattan 
beaghes then were developed. 

So much for the first stage of the 
evolution of Coney, In 1896 the Concy 
you know. was. beginning to develop. 
Newspaper articles written then afford 
anteresting ‘contrasts to the Surf Ave- 
nue and the great boardwalk now being 
erected. Coney had nothing then to rec- 
ommend it in the Way-of Scenery. “The 
shore was covered with booths “ and 
wooden stalls, including a rink for skat- 
ing, and ‘bathhouses. “One feature was 
a huge elevator, 300 feet high, from the 
top of which the visitor could see fifty 
miles on a clear day. Bathing facilities 
were similar to today’s; the charge was 
25 cents, with locker. 

From all accounts, the ‘‘ dip-the-dips "’ 
were being introduced; but somewhat 
modified and less breath-taking. The 
real sight was the wooden elephant. 
Ore. newspaper. account describes it 
thus: 

Real Palace of Wonder. 


* Like a great Colossus of Rhodes, 
this huge monster may be seen by the 
passengers on the American liners 4s 
they draw near Sandy Hook and the 
New York Bay. Miles*away they’ can 
gee its howdah.. glistening in-the sun 
and wonder what manner of thing it is. 

‘* Tt is, in fact, nothing more ‘than a 
huge bazaar built in the form of an ele- 
phant and covered with flakes of wood 


‘or shingles and painted a sombre dun 


or mouse color to resemble the genuine 
article. It stands 122 feet in height and 
is 150 feet long. It is divided into head, 
side, thigh, shoulder, cReek, limb and 
throat, each one a-room. Visitors enter 
into its’ mysterious precincts by a door 
at the foot of the right hind leg and up 
ty a winding stair into a small thigh 
room, dimly lighted, where cakes and 
light refreshments are being served. ‘The 
néxt room is the stomach room * * * 
poorly. lighted. . This room is fitted up 
with stalls and is used as a bavaar 
* * *.' The elephant was lost in a 
fire. 

Alcohol ‘* flowed-in torrents '’ in those 
days of the "90s. One nctwspaper ac- 
count gives these statistics: 

‘‘In an average season one carload 
of wine is sold on Manhattan Bech 
alone, or the contents of about 360,000 
quart bottles. * * * The drink flows in 
terrents. One of the. principal restau- 
rant proprietors paid his brewer about 
$60,000 for 37,000 |_kegs of beer. As 150. 
glasses go to the “keg (they were liberal 
in those days!) this means a consump- 
tion of 4,500,000 glasses at one restaurant 


alone * * *” 
But, in 68 or ’90 or even in 1922, the

COLLEGE MEN’S ARMY ~ 





Summer Camps This 


ee Part of Broad 


Program—To Be Ready Next Time 


By CAPTAIN C. E. LOVEJOY, U. 8. A. 


IVE years ago the War Depart- 
ment knew a ‘whole lot léss about 
college men than it does today. 
A war was on, a draft levy had 
been decided upon, but its opera- 

tion had been suspended. while a few 
score of thousands of leaders. of men, 
platoon leaders, company commanders? 
and battalion officers, were sought. 
They. were found, but not.witholt waste 
of time. At Plattsburg, at Kort Sheri- 
dan, at Oglethorpe, at Leon Springs and 
the other ninety-day training . camps. 
From May until August in 1917 many 
thousands, mostly college men and a 
number of them undergraduates, went 
through the training mill, picking up 
military information ‘and tricks of the 
trade as the whole massive scheme went 
along. 

For an answer to the question whether 
college men made good leaders, one only 
has to think of those who, went to 
France and were left there. ‘*‘ Harvard 
Eddie’ Grant fell while leading his 
company...Grant came from Plattsburg. 
So did Belvidere Brooks, former Wil- 
lHiams football..Captain; Jefferson’ A. 
Healy, Columbia gridiron leader in 1916, 
and Jinmy O'Neill, 6ne of ‘Columbia’s 
greatest: pitchers. And they’re there in 
France yet. : A 

The War Department_is still learning 
about the American college student, but 
a good many atherwise well meaning 
persons do not yet know the connection 
between the two.. From September to 
June at almost any big college or rank- 
ing preparatory school—227 institutietis, 
to be specific—students will be seen in 
uniform. Officers and non-coms of :the 
regular army are there also and the na- 
tional flag flies from the poles. In short, 
these colleges are military posts. But 
many~*a visitor asks the bromidie ques- 
tion,” ** What’s the idea;-I thought the 
war was over?’’ 

What they. see is the R. O. T. C. at 
work, an element of national defense as 
yet little known or understood. During | 
the first six weeks of Summer if these 
same visitors should be at Plattsburg, 
Camp Devens, Camp Meade, Md.; Camp 
Knox, Ky.; or at any of the other corps 
area camps, they would see these same 
college men, athletes and fraternity men, 
in actual and intensive field training. 
The Summer camps represent a magni- 
fied college campus. It is the same ele- 
ment, the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps. 

Its history dates only to 1916, when 
it was conceived in the National Defense 
act of that year, but it is this year for 
the first time functioning as contem- 
plated. Before it got fairly under way 
the war caused a sidetracking of plans, 
so that reserve officers could be: foun¥ 
in a quicker way. In ‘the Fall of 1918 
something new was started. This was 
the S.A.T,C., or Students’ Army Train- 
ing Corps, which made garrisons out of 
colleges, took over dormitories and: fra- 
ternity houses for barracks and enlisted 
students as,privates at $30 a month. . The 
armistice ended the S. A..T. C.’s brief 
existence and was followed, in February, 
rea by the resumption of the R. O.

Between the War Depart 
college man is a close relation hip which 
amounts to this: ‘“ You keep right on 
with your studies,’’ says Uncle Sam, 

‘and try as hard as you ever would 
for a Phi Beta Kappa key, or for the 
crew captaincy, whichever is your goal, 
but while doing so I want you to wear 
my uniform a while each week, study 
some military science and I'll pay you 
for - it.’’

In dollars’ and cents 
this is considerable. Thé ration this last 
college year was 40 cents a’ day and-each 
man got almost $13 a month, Sundays 
and holidays included, except at Sum- 
mer camp, when Ais pay was raised to 
a dollar a day. Many a man is paying 
his room rent and more this way. 

What the War Department gets in re- 
turn is this: The student elects military 
science as one of. the subjects on “his 
prograin of courses and gets, certain 
points credit for it; the student either 
drilis Or studies military subjects in 
classrooms five hours a Week ; ‘he con- 
tracts -himself to attend: one six-weeks 
Summer camp, generally ‘between his 
junior and senior year, and ‘he agrees, 
morally, to fit himself. for an. officer in 
time of national emergency. ; 

All of this dovetails in (with the gen- 
eral policy for national defense. It is 
outlined succinctly in the Princeton Uni-|5 
versity booklet describing. the Princeton 
Department of, Military Science, which 
maintains a field artillery unit of the R.

gift of leadership and an acquisition of 
a@ sense of responsibility. One cannot 
prepare ‘to serve his country’ without 
making himself more valuable for civil 
relations.’” 

There are now 227 institutions main-: 
taining R. O. T. C. ‘units—infantry, .cav- 
alry, field and coast artillery, engineers, 
signal corps, air service, ordnance, vet- 
erinary, medical and dental—and accord- 
ing to the latest figures there are 95,942 
college and preparatory school students 
taking this form ‘of military training. 
There are 234 senior units; units in col- 
leges giving degrees or ih ‘institutions 
essentially military’ which can conduct 
the advanced work, and100 junior units 
at preparatory schools. ‘Many colleges, 
such eas Cornell, Columbia and, Yale, 
haye two or more units in different 
branches. There are 789 active and re- 
tired regular army officers on duty at 
these colleges and schools and 1,265 
non-commissioned officers and privates. 

Training for commissions in the Re- 
|serve Corps upon graduation works dif- 
ferently in different classes of colleges. 
At land grant institutions, such as Cor- 
nell, Delaware and Rutgers, where there 
has been some form of military training 
since 1866 under the Morrill Land Grant 
act, which gave Federal and State aid 
to colleges of agricultural and mechan- 
ical arts in return for military training, 
drill is compulsory for the freshman and 
sophomore years. The student has to 
take it as a condition of his degree and 
receives no money for it. Beginning 
with his junior year, he can elect mili- 
tary science the same as history, as- 
tronomy or any other course. He signs 
a contract with the War Department 
obligating him to take the advanced 
work for two years, to attend one Sum- 
mer camp, and in return is paid the ra- 
tion and. upon graduation is handed 
along with his degree a commission as 
a Second Lieutenant provided he is ap- 
proved by the professor of military 
science and tactics detailed there by the 
War Department and provided he passes 
a strict physical examination. Then he 
is either assigned to an outfit. of the 
organized reserves, such as the Sev- 
enty-seventh or Seventy-eighth Division, 
or he may join the National Guard of 
his own home. If he is uhder 21 years 
upon graduation the commission is held 
for him. ; 

Follow-Up Plan in Use. 

At other colleges, such as New York 
University and ‘the College of the City 
of New York, although not land grant 
colleges, military training for the first 
two years-is compulsory by decree of 
the college authorities. And at Columbia, 
Syracuse 4nd Princeton it is voluntary 
for the whole four years. How impor- 
tant these R, O. T. C. units are -held 
to be by the ¢ollege Presidents ‘and 
‘Faculty members was ‘seeh recently in 
answers to inquiries made by army 
authorities and also by Senator be ppent 
worth. More than forty heads of colle 
‘replied that they would view th 
apprehension and disappointment any 


move’ to withdraw the R. O. T. C. units 
from their institutions. 
Under the new pemy PA tht wae 
bill. the sum of $3,100, is allowed 
for quartermaster pe ye and eq 
ment for the colleges. Within the last 
few days the War Department has au- 
thoriz funds for buying a distinctive 
uniform for advanced course students 
at Cornell, »Rutgers, New (York.

ZONING IS LEGAL. 


Courts Throughout Country Uphold 
Properly Drawn Law. 
When a zoning law ts properly drawn 


there is no doubt that the courts will | existin 
support. it. Enough favorable decisions ft 


have’ been handed down to show that the 
courts regard regulation of the naes of 
land and structures: thereon, in accord- 
ance with the kind of district in which 
they. are situated, as*a reasonable exer- 
cise of the police power *' for the public 
health, safety and general -welfare.” 
The best zoning case to show how far 
the courts will go in distinguishing be- 
tween zoning districts is in the State. of 
Ohio. The court held that one and two 
family houses were less subject to noise, 
litter, danger of contagion and fire risk 
than multi-family*-houses and that they 
could be placed in different districts un- 


der the police power. This case, how- 
ever. was not appealed ‘to a higher court 
nd we cannot say whether other States 
will follew it. 
In New York State the Bo rym court 
has declared the zoning of New York 
City to be constitutional, stating that 





zoning can be done under police power, 
if done with care and good jud out 80 
as not to be arbitrary_or ¢o tory.
